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Applicants hereby elect the claims of Group I, which corresponds to claims 1-10, drawn 
to a prosthetic repair fabric, classified in class 606, subclass 151. Applicants further elect species 
1 1 shown in Figs. 29-32, which corresponds to claims 1-10. 



In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed on October 4, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration. The Examiner has set forth a restriction requirement 
including claims 1-10 in Group I and claims 1 1-22 in Group II. By the foregoing, Applicants 
have elected to restrict examination to claims 1-10 in Group I.
